Vehicle maintenance 


Maintaining a vehicle in

Canadian Toy Testing Coune 
il, the CAC produces an 
annual buying guide of 
accepted toys, Toys can be 
jivided into a few main 
roups, These include arts 
and crafts; coordination and 
construction; costumes; 
dolls and accessories; 
games and puzzles; infant 


and plush toys; science toys; 
sporting and wheel toys and 
teaching aids, 

Games, arts and crafts 
and science toys all should 
have clear instructions and 
adequate materials to com- 
plete the project. It is im- 
portant that equipment tin 
science kits is of adequate 
quality and should function 
to ensure success, Failure 
is discouraging to the child, 

For the smallfry, look for 


toys which help develop the 
baby’s senses of sight, 
sound, touch and speech, 
Look forclear, bright colors 
and washability, Toddler 
wooden toys should be 
screwed and/or glued, not 
nailed, Removable parts 
should be too large to swal- 
low, Avoid poorly attached 
bells, squeakers or eyes, 
long strings, poor stitching, 
brittle plastic or inflamm- 
able toys, The CAC warns 
that wired limbs or ears 
can be dangerous, 

Dolls and accessories 
should be tn scale with the 
child's other play equipment. 
It should be well constructed 
of sturdy materials, Girls 
over seven years of age will 
enjoy playing with fashion 
dolls, younger children 
should have soft, pliable, 
washable dolls, 

Sporting and wheel toys 
must be sturdy and should 
not rust, Outdoor equipmert 
should be selected with the 
child's level of skill, 
Strength and co-ordination 
in mind, Mechanisms should 
be free running, Poorly att- 
ached wheels and exposed 
axles are a hazard, 

The eager to learn child 
will enjoy teaching alds, 

These should allow scope 
for creativity, using {ntelli- 
gence and imagination and 
developing a desire for new 
experiences. The end result 
Should not be too obvious 
in advance,

Last month the St, Albert 
fire department celebrated 
its ninth birthday, ‘‘There 
were just 12 of us when we 
started in October, 1959,’ 
said Fire Chief Fred Tet- 
arenko, ‘‘We had one pumper 
and the fire office was just 
a cubby-hole in the public 
works building.’’ But the 
cramped quarters did not 
*hiscourage the men and the 
department continued to 
grow, 

In 1963 they moved into 
the new fire hall, bringing 
with them three plaques, 
won in nation-wide compe- 
tition, The awards ranged 
from an Honorable mention 
in class C for 1959, the 
year they organized, to third 
place in their own class in 
the province in 1962, 

Since then five more 
awards have .been added to 
the ever-growing collection 
on proud display at the fire 
hall, ‘‘Last year was the real 


McCoy,” says Fred Tetare 
enko, “we placed first in the 
province and first in all of 
Canada in our class,” 
Awards are made onthe fire 
prevention activities carr~ 
fed out by the men during 
the year, As we interviewed 
Mr, Tetarenko in his office 


last week he was just getting ~~ 


ready to win the 1968 award, 


A scrapbook ismadeupdure ~ 


ing the year showing news~ 
paper clippings, posters the 
department has distributed, 
reports onlectures and 


training sessions and acc- ’ 


ounts and photographs ofthe 
many preventive activities 
the men take part in during 
the year. The book goes to 
the provincial fire commis- 
sioner’s office who then ship 
it, together with books from 
all fire departments in Alb- 
erta, to Boston, Mass., 
where all entries are judged 
and awards made accord- 
ingly, 


Department grows 


The department now num- 
bers 27 men, 25 ofwhom are 
@ olunteers, Besides Mr. 
Tetarenko there is one other 
full-time man, Paul Poulin, 
who was appointed in Dec- 
ember, 1964, The equipment 
includes three pumpers, one 
of which was purchased 
earlier this year by the M.D, 
of Sturgeon, 

The men are divided into 
three groups with each group 
headed by a captain and a 
lieutenant, Each crew is ‘‘on 
call’? every third week, 
“This means,'' said Mr. 
Tetarenko, ‘‘that group of 
men do not leave town dur- 
ing the week they are on 


call, except of course, to 
go to their regular jobs.’’ 

During the day the fire 
chief has a varying number 
of men available, Some of 
his crew work shifts and 
have certain week-days off, 
Others work nights and can 
be called out of bed during 
the day if need arises, Sev- 
eral men are employed in the 
town and are able to leave 
their jobs quite easily when 
an alarm comes in, Town 
employees are also pressed 
into service if necessary. 
Mr, Tetarenko said he could 
use four or five additional 
men who are available dur- 
ing the day. 


Everyone helps 


% When a fire call comes 
in during the day, the call 
is picked up by the town 
hall switchboard operator 
and Mr, Tetarenko at the 
fire hall, If the fire warr- 
ants it, the siren is blown 
and all volunteers in town 
that day, find out the location 
of the fire by telephoning the 
secretaries at the fire hall 
and town hall and then pro- 


ceed directly to the fire, 
Fred and Paul take the pum- 
per to the scene, ‘‘Every- 
one pitches in,’’ says Mr, 
Tetarenko, “If a town sani- 
tary crew or other outside 
employees happen to be in 
the vicinity, they will help 
till the firemen get there.”’ 
Even the local RCMP have 
lent a hand unrolling the 
hoses on occasion, 


Family affair 


After business hours the 
department works a bit diff- 
erently, Each captain and 
lieutenant has a fire phone 


in his home, as do the fire 


chief and Paul Poulin, eight 
phones in all, When the phone 
rings, the captain and lieu- 
tenant on call that week ask 
the location of the fire and 
‘tear out of the house,’’ It 
%® has been decided in advance 


who gets the truck, Now, 
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fire fighting in St, Albert 
becomes a family affair, 

With the men gone, the 
two wives take over and call 
the six or so men on duty 
that week, They go directly 
to the fire location and in 
most cases the truck is 
already there, hoses laid 
out, ready for business, 

Most major fires in St, 
Albert have occurred bee 
tween 8 and 12 p,m,

The fighting of fires 
iS a matter of pride 


“These firemen have a 
fierce pride in what they’re 
doing,’’ says David Grant 
of 38 Spruce Crescent, ‘‘ You 
don’t dare slack off, if you 
do, you get nailed right 
then and there,’’ 

Mr, Grant, 27, is the new- 
est recruit of the St, Albert 
Fire Department, having 
joined just two months ago. 
An employee of Interpro- 
vineial Pipe Line Co,, David 
has been kept hopping ever 
since he joined the depart- 
ment, He participated in the 
recent fire inspection cam- 
paign, has attended a four 
week first-aid course and 
goes to weekly training ses- 
sions, He has also helped 
put out a couple of fires, 

Stan Cherkas, of 102 Sal- 
isbury Avenue, joined the 
fire department in the sum- 
mer of 1963, a few months 
after moving out to St, Albert 
Stan, 33, is with the CNR 
and works shifts, He says 
he joined because he felt 
it would be ‘‘one way to get 
to know the men around 
the community,’’ He laugh- 
ingly admits to always hav- 
ing been ‘fa fire engine 
chaser,’’ Now a lieutenant, 
Mr, Cherkas has a fire phone 
in his home, ‘Actually, we 
get more wrong numbers 
than we get fire calls,’’ he 
said, 

Volunteers are supplied 
with coveralls and boots by 
the town and receive asmall 


remuneration for attending 
training sessions and for 
time spent on the job, 

“You should see them 
when they’ve been out ona 
call,’’ says Chief Fred Tet- 
arenko, ‘‘they’re as black 
as the night and often they’ve 
ruined their clothes, But 
they’re a proud bunch, it 
makes them feel good to 
know another job’s well 
done,’’ 


PRIDE AND DANGER 


While not one of the men 
we talked with mentioned 
this aspect of their job, Mr, 
Tetarenko is quick to point 
out the danger involved, 
‘‘When a man walks into a 
smoke filled building, he 
does not know what to expect 
If there {s any possibility of 
saving a person’s life, the 
men go in, They don’t have 
to be told to, they know their 
job,’’ the Chief said, 

None of the volunteers has 
ever suffered serious injur- 
ies, but there have been a 
couple of bad cuts and a 
sprained ankle, 

Armand Savoie, 48, says 
he never thinks ofthe danger 
‘When a call comes in, I say 
to myself, this is an emer- 
gency, and I move,’’ adding 
that the thinking ‘‘comes 
later, after the jobisdone,’’ 
Mr, Savoie, who lives at 3 
Madison Avenue, joined the 
department ‘‘one week after 
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Fred Tetarenko arrived, in 
1959,’’ Branch manager for 
Edmonton Auto Parts, Mr, 
Savoie is now a captain, 
Don McDonald, 20 Mural 
Crescent, is another veteran 
of the department, He joined 
in 1959 when the group was 
first organized, A civilser~ 
vant with the federal govern- 
ment, Mr, McDonald, 39, 
joined because ‘‘there were 
a lot of old buildings in our 
area, and I thought it might 
be for my own good, Mr, 
McDonald is a captain inthe 
department, and he, too, 
comments on the number of 
unnecessary calls, ‘‘Some- 
times a call wakes up the 
whole family,’’ says the 
father of five, ‘‘and allitis, 
is some guy wanting acab,”’ 
Don McDonald admits that 
sometimes when he has to 
go out on a call at2a,m, and 
it is 20 below he wonders 
why he bothers, “It is a 
big responsibility, though,’’ 
he says, Mr, McDonald takes 
his fire fighting job very 
seriously, He always 
carries his boots and cover- 
alis with him in the car, 
**just in case I should spot 
something on my way home 
from work, I’m ready to go,” 
he says, ‘‘The whole house 
hold revolves around the 
department, the week I'mon 
call,’’ adds Bob, This, we 
would imagine, is pretty well 
the case in the homes of the 
other 24 volunteers as well! 


Chief 
22 years 


a fireman 


Fire Chief Fred Tetar- 
enko first became involved 
in fire fighting back in 1946 
when avolunteer department 
was organized in the British 
Columbia community in 
which the Tetarenkos’ lived, 

Three years later Fred 
moved to Jasper Place 
where he helped set up a 
volunteer department, He 
became a full-time fireman 
in that town In 1958 and 
was appointed St, Albert 
Fire Chief one year later, 


“DARN GOOD"’ 


Of his men, Fred says, 
‘they're a darn good bunch’? 
His volunteers attend weekly 
training sessions and many 
have just completed a four+ 
week first aid course under 
the auspices of the compen- 
sation board, 

Fred screens his men 
carefully, ‘‘When a mantells 
me he wants to join the de- 
partment, I first ask him 
why and find out what his 
interests are, Then I tell 
him what is expected of him 
and if he still wants to join, 
we start training him,’’ he 
said, 

THE CURIOUS 


The fire siren is never 
used at night, Fred Tetar- 
enko explains the reason 
for this, ‘‘people are natur- 
ally curious,’’ he says, ‘‘If 
they hear the siren many 
would get in their cars and 
follow the truck,’’ 

Spectators, especially 
small ones, are one of the 
men’s biggest headaches, 
‘*If people must watch afire, 
they should stay across the 
street and certainly should 
not start marching into the 
building once the blaze is 
put out,’’ said Mr, Tetare 
enko, 

TOUCHY 


To organize a group of 25 
men takes a bit ofdiplomacyv 
and tact, ‘‘This,’’ says Fred, 
‘is the most touchy part of 
my job,.”’ He considers hime 
self fortunate in that no 
serious disciplinary proe 
blems have ever arisen, and 
he hopes he can keep it that 
way, ‘fYou cannot give 
orders to volunteers as you 
would to paid men,’”’ Fred 
points out, ‘‘But at thesame 
time, we have to have rules 
and regulations and if aman 
does not abide by these, he 
is let out,’’ 

The Chief expects his men 
to treat all fires inthe strice 
test confidence, ‘‘We can't 
have a man go out and talk 
about what he’s seen in 
someone's house,’’ Fred 
says, “All fires start and 
end right here,’’ he adds, 
commenting that after every 
fire a ‘‘post mortem’’ is 
held and the department goes 
over each detail tosee where 
improvements can be made,
